that four out of the six winners of the day
were strongly fancied favorites and second
choices. Layers got their Innings in the
first and third events, however, which went
to long shots in the speculation.

The big field of two-year-olds that were

rung up for the opening event looked a

most uncertain proposition to the majority
with nineteen horses to estimate. Miller's
mount, Rappahannock, was of course the
favorite, although the Keene colt Cabochon
and Dissent also had strong support. Severalothers had hackers at larger rates-and
the market on the race was a lively one.
But for what looked like an overconfident

finish on Rappahannock Miller would have
got the verdict with that colt. The boy.
while a most capable lad, has lost several
races this season in the same manner. But
as yet experience of this sort does not
seem "the best teacher" to the boy.
After the Keene colt Cabochon had flatteredhis backers by looking to have the

race in hand at the turn for home he
found the route a bit too far and was headedby Sandy Creeker and Rappahannock.
Miller on the latter appeared to have
Creeker beaten at the final sixteenth and
took matters far too easily. The consequencewas that Schillings on Sandy
Creeker wore him down In the last few
strides and got the decision by a head.

Promising Two-Year-Olds.
Cabochan ran so well that he will probablyearn brackets before the meeting

closes. He was the finest looker In the
field by long odds, and many a man that
will race south and west this winter would
like to take this colt along with him. Old
Colony. John Madden's filly, also verified
the good words said about her In this columna few days ago. The daughter of
Yankee showed both speed and staying
qualities, coming from the middle of the
bunch to third place at the end.
Three catastrophes in the steeplechase

fortunately failed to develop any casualtiesto any of the fallen horses or riders.
And the balance of the field furnished the
usual excitement for the visiting element.
While as the favorite. Sandalwood, won. the
regulars also found the race to their liking.
Sandalwood's last race at New York was

NEW YORK, November 23..Gray Tom
Gallagher of New York and young
Charles Peterson of St. Louis tapped
ivories in competition last nfght in the
seventh game of the 18.2 balk line professionaltournament in the New York
Theater Concert HalL Gray Tom beat
young Charles by a score of 400 to 200.
Gallagher grappled with the globes mere
effectively than Peterson in the first quarterand led at the end of the tenth inning
by a score of 271 to 83. The veteran

BOSTON. November 23..The executive
committee of the United 8tates Lawn TennisAssociation announced yesterday
the acceptance. at a meeting In
New York Wednesday ulght, of
the report of the ranking committee cov-
erlng the standing of the players of the
year, and also the unanimous vote of the
committee holding Beals C. Wright ofBoatonand Wylle C. Grant of New York to
be strictly amateurs In good standing.
William J. Clothier of Philadelphia, by

his brilliant tennis in the national tournamentat Newport last summer, when he
won the championship of the United States,
and in all other contests of the year,
been placed at the head of the list of
players of this country by the ranking
committee, consisting of A. L. Hosklns,
chairman: R. H. Carlton and Robert H.
Miles. Jr.
The playing of Clothier throughout the

season of 1U08 was of the highest order
and phenomenally so when one considers
that he had just recovered from a severe
Injury but a few weeks before the championshipstarted at Newport, ills all-round
play was a big Improvement over that of
any other year, and it did not take much
discussion Dy tne committee to place him |at the top of the list.

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SALT WATER FOB FIRES.

High Pressure Service Successfully
Tested.

NEW YORK, November 23..If there had
been a fire anywhere around West 8th
street and Surf avenue. Coney Island, yesterdayafternoon, it would have been out in

a Jiffy, because there was a thirty-minute
teat on of the hJgh-presaure salt-water servicefor Are purpose*. For about half an
hour twelve streams were directed against
the air while count was kept on the hydrantand nozzle pressure and on the
amount of water discharged in the time. It
was a highly satisfactory test, so Fire Chief
Edward Croker declared.
The hydrant pressure from the pumping

station more than half a mile away was
figured at about 120 pounds as a minimum
and 135 as a maximum. The pumping stationwas supplying water at 130 pounds
pressure and the loss, considering the distribution.was accounted slight. The nozzle
force varied all the way from fifty-five to
eighty pounds pressure, one line reaching
as high as ninety pounds. This force distributedwater with all twelve lines at work
at the rate of 4.900 gallons a minute. The
display was on for about a half hour, so
that close to 150,000 gallons of water were
played at high pressure in the air.
This, It was estimated, waa equivalent to

the supply that could be got from a main
sixteen inches in diameter. Water was flowingthrough twelve hoses each one and one-
quarter tauies m uiuiiiner. i ne lesi was
favored by the fact that the hoses were In
short lengths, none being more than 150
feet long.^ It was figured that the loss
would be about seven and a half pounds
nozzle pressure for every flfty-foot length
of hose added.

FIBEFBOOF STEAMBOATS.

Progress In Baking Ferryboats and
Other Craft Safe From Flames.

NEJW YORK, November 23..The opening
session of the fourteenth annual meeting
of the Society of Naval Architects and Marineengineers yesterday gave a large part
of Its time to the consideration of fireproof
passenger vessels. F. L. Du Bosque of the
Pennsylvania railroad and William Qatewood,a naval architect of Newport News,
were among those who read papers, both
speaking on fireproof boats.
Mr. Du Bosque outlined the construction

of a ferryboat to be used between Philadelphiaand Camden, in which the Increased
